All the wires an't alar'O apoaratius in tha 
city depend on the battArlae atoreil, aad aay 
trouble with tha wirn< now will eoBMaadW 
tha immediate notice of ths police. 

Whan Mra. Parsons, at th^ Anarohlata' 
headquarters, waa Informed of thodUcovery 
of the bombs, aha endeavored to make light 
of it, and launched In tho silliest way. "PU 
tell yon," aha aaid, "how tbeee bomba got 
tbara E<la Millar, Lingg'a girl, weara a 
very lar'.{e bustlek Ton may have aotload 
it of late. It ia too large for comfort or 
atyle. Then, If you have watched bar very 
cloeely, you mar have notioe<l bow careful 
aba always la when ahe sita down. If abe 
waaa't careful aha'd get blown to atoma 
Now, I don't wear any bustle at all, so I 
couldn't have taken the bomba there. Now 
you have an explanation." After deliver- 
ing henelf of this, Mra Parson* said, with 
aome earnestnasi, that "it was a plot of 
oonacienoele.'iii man to inurdar hulpleaa 
human creaturea." 

There were groupa of people on the oor- 
neraof the block in which the Jail is situated 
from an early hour this morning, while a 
Ooatinnuua prooaaalon of people paaae<l by 
OB the utber side of the street and diacuaaed 
tba aensalional bomb-flnding developmeBta 
of yeaterday, with hat«d breath. Polioe in 
uniform and in plain olm hei mixe<l with the 
pedeatrians and kept them ou the mova 
Inaide the buddinir the guard on tha ground 
floor waa doubled, and every applicant for 
admiaaion waa oonipelle<l to run the gauntlet 
of a halt-duaaa offlotra before raaohlng «Im 
iron door wbtah flTti aatMMi tolho |ltt 
proper.

Lehigh Cnal Operators Advance TVagee, 

Philadki.phia, Nov. 8. — Meehra Pardee, 
0>xe aud Durnnger, the largest individual 
0]>eratora iu the Lehigh anthracite ngiou, 
who have been working their mine* since 
the strike tiet^aii with non-union hands, have 
tendered their laborers an adranoe of 4 per 
cent over the wages paid when the strike 
U'li^au, aa the advance In coal during Octo- 
ber was suffloient to warrant this. The 
same offer, it ia underatood, is o^ien to tha 
Btriking miners with the understanding that 
when the price of coal goes down that it 
will be taken off, and that if there are any 
'further advances iu the price uf coal that 
the miners nboll have the buiietil of it. 
Tlius far the miners have not aci-epted tba 
offer and it ia not behaved that tiiey will, 
aa it ia 11 per cent below the demand maue 
by them. The statement telegraphed from 
the Lehigh region that Wuliam Carter 
would give the minera an advance ia aaid to 
have been baned upon tbe fact that he would 
offer them the same advance that bad bean 
by tha otbar oparatoia.
